Business College Stamps 
Look Like Real Thing 


Bob Molitor of Cleveland, Ohio 
supplies us with the information 
and the cover with which we ill- 
ustrate this story. Bob has an un- 
canny method of digging out and 
finding unusual things and this 
example is one that will be new to 
many collectors. 

As will be noted from the cover, 
it has all the appearance of a 
legitimate piece of mail, but it is 
just play stuff as used in bygone 
years in the up to date business 
college to teach the young ideas 
how to address and prepare letters 
and handle correspondeence. 

Note the corner imprint on the 
envelope shows a_ street address 
and a name but no city is indi- 
cated, thus these were suitable 
for use in any city by any col- 
lege. The stamps are green in 
color, remind one of our early 
postage due stamps in design or 





perhaps the Mexican issue of 
1882-83. At top is the word 
“SCHOOL” at bottom ‘“POST- 


AGE” with numeral indicating the 
value in the center. 

It appears that printed envel- 
opes as well as printed stationery 
and the necessary stamps were 
supplied the business colleges by 
firms who made the material for 
such purpose. Naturally cancel- 
ing stamps were also supplied and 
this cover shows a cancellation 
reading “LOWELL, MASS.” in two 
lines at the left of the stamp and

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NEW BAR PRECANCEL 


From Federalsburg, Maryland 
comes a new Bar Type precancel 
on the one cent Four Freedoms 
stamp. This is on a cover mailed 
with notice of Dues payable to 
members of the American Phila- 
telic Society. The precancel is 
made by placing the stamp on the 
envelope, then printing the envel- 
ope with corner card of the Soci- 
ety and at the same time printing 
five rule lines across the stamp. 
At the left of the rules is a circle 
with words FEDERALSBURG, 
at top and MD. at bottom. This 
town has created many unusual 
precancels. 


100 Million 3 Cent 
Roosevelt Stamps 








It is stated that the initial 
printing of the coming 3c Roose- 
velt Memorial Stamp will be 100 
million stamps. This should not 
indicate that the other’ three 
values will be served up in such 
quantity and thus the investment 
value of this set will be depen- 
dent on the number issued of 
either the 2c or 5c stamps. 

It is of course probable that 
there may be an additional print- 
ing of this 3c stamp, for of the 
Harding Memorial, issued follow- 
ing the death of President Hard- 
ing, the total issue was 1,560,207,- 
385. 

This was of course for the three 
different stamps as listed and 
these being small size stamps in 
black, were easy to handle and 
thus not unpopular with postal 
clerks,

Because of the war and conse- 
quent travel restrictions, Presi- 
dent Donald F. Lybarger has can- 
celed the A. P. S. Convention as 
such, A meeting of the key of- 
cials for the necessary transaction 
of business incident to the annual 
election and for other matters 
will be held however. 

A similar announcement is 
looked for from the S. P. A. 
These cancelations will not effect 
the holding of the annual Stam- 
pex at Newark, N. J. however, 
other than that the show will 
suffer from the lack of attendance 
of some who will not attempt the 
trip. 

Practically the same slate of 
officers for the A. P. S. are in 
line for reelection. 

In so far as we feel about the

Marines Imo Jima Stamp, first of 


'a series of five stamps to honor 


our Armed Forces. 

“Following the announcement 
of Postmaster General Frank C. 
Walker of the issuance on July 11, 
next, of a special postage stamp 
commemorating the achievements 
of the United States Marines in 
the present World war, definite 
steps were taken today to honor 
all branches of our Armed Serve 
ices in such manner—the Army, 
Navy, Coast Guard and Maritime 
Service.” 


“A meeting was held in the ofe- 
fice of Joseph J. Lawler, Third 
Assistant Postmaster General, at 
which representatives of the Sec- 
retaries of War and Navy were 
present, in addition to Alvin W. 
Halil, Director of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, and ‘his 
chief of the Division of Printing, 
Donald McLeod. Captain Edwin 
J. Steichen appeared for the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, while Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Harold F. Ame 
brose, and Arthur DuBois repre- 
sented the Secretary of War. In 
addition to Mr. Lawler, Roy M. 
North, Deputy Third Assistant 
Postmaster General, and Robert 
E. Fellers, Chief of the Stamp Di- 
vision, spoke for the Post Office 
Department.” 


“Representatives of the War 
and Navy Departments were re= 
quested by Mr. Lawler to submit 
designs for possible use on stamps 
for those two Services and_ they 
agreed to do so by the end of this 
week. Their recommendations 
while not final, will receive care- 
ful consideation by the Post Of- 
fice Department.” 


“It is the present plan to issue 
these postage stamps commemo- 
rating the heroic deeds of the 
several Armed Services, begine 
ning with the one for the Army, 
some date in September. Then 


| will follow the stamp for the Navy 


in October. A stamp for the Coast 
Guard and one for the Merchant 
Marine will complete the series, 
Dates and places for first day

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


Caution Is Watchword 
In Buying New Stamps 
Of European Countries 





Little by little and from many 
sources we receive news almost 
every day about some of the 
stamps that have appeared in 
Europe in the past four years. It 
will be a long time before the 
whole story is known and before 
the wheat can be separated from 
the chaff. 

Our daily mail usually has one 
or more letters from some of the 
boys in Europe, many of whom 
remark of having read copies of 
our paper in past weeks and tell- 
ing of how much it made them 
feel closer to home. From other 
collectors in this country who re- 
ceive similar letters with news 
about stamps, we get a great 
amount of information, much of 
it having already been printed, 
but the one general trend of many 
of the letters is that the issues 
were many and varied and that 
much of the material should be 
looked upon with suspicion and 
question and even suggestions 
that some of the items were is- 
sued primarily for speculative 
purposes with the idea of milking 
dollars from American collectors. 

One of the most startling things 
written us recently is a refer- 
ence to set of Hitler stamps which 
were overprinted with an Ameri- 
can flag in red, and offered in 
Italy since the surrender, Other 
details are lacking but the valid- 
ity of the issue is questioned by 
the informant. 

From Cpl. Earl Roberts out in 
New Mexico we have a transcri- 
bed letter filled with news, much 
already printed and a rehash of 
what has been said before but 
we can quickly make a few re- 
marks based on this letter. 

The writer states that the Mic- 
hel (German Catalog) and_ the 
Yvert (French Catalog) have prac- 
tically all these war issues listed, 
so we know that Philately was 
carrying on even through the war. 

He states that German issues 
were prolific and that German 
troops would take quantities of 
German issues into other countries 
and sell below face value or trade 
for other stamps and take them 
back to Germany. Some Germans 
realized the war was lost in 1942 
and were trying to save something 
of value as their currency was 
worthless, 

There has been a big black mar- 
ket in stamps all over Europe. 
Probably from 150 to 200 new 
French issues have been made in 
the past couple years, Belgium, 
around 200 new stamps. Little in- 
formation available about Den- 
mark and Norway. In Poland 200 
or more new stamps not includ- 
ing semi-postals. 

There is reason to believe that 
some German issues were  pur- 
posely made in small numbers to 
bring high prices while others 
will drop to as low as one quarter 
present prices, maybe less. 

To say which is a speculation, I 
do not believe any one_ really 
knows. Prices quoted by Michel 
and Yvert are very high, inflated 
by national conditions.

COVER DEALERS IN A DAZE—AND HAPPY DAYS 

For the past couple months, dealers in First Day covers have 
been in a “daze.” To a certain extent this has turned into a stretch 
of happy “days” for many of them. 

To properly prepare and issue and service First Day covers 
takes real organization and business ability and collectors who are 
in the habit of buying from dealers will find that 
patronizing those dealers who offer and supply 
material in a regular and systematic manner will 
bring most satisfaction with their orders. In the 
case of those dealers who prepare and _ produce 
their own cachet designs, their own printed en- 
velopes and service the covers, the job is a big 
one. One such dealer alone reports sales for over 
100,000 envelopes already for the coming Roose- 
velt series. Such an order would stagger some who 
call themselves dealers in first day covers. To 
properly handle a business of this nature the deal- 
er must have considerable advance notice as to 
what is coming in order that he may properly 

Geo. W. Linn prepare. When a new stamp is announced the 
dealer must hustle as few people ever hustle. He has several things 
that must be done at once and done quickly. 

He must have his artists prepare a design for the cachet which 
he must see and approve. Meantime he must prepare advertising 
copy and rush it to the different papers for publication. Missing an 
issue and running a week later is often detrimental to the final 
outcome. lt takes from 12 to 15 days to get an advt. in most papers, 
we sometimes accomplish it in seven days and sometimes in as few 
as five, but prefer to keep to our deadline which is eight days. 

When the adv. copy is sent out, then the dealer must have cuts 
made and see his printer for rushing through several thousand en- 
velopes for the new covers. On many occasions, orders start coming 
for the new envelopes and covers, even before he gets them from 
his printer, then he starts filling orders for blank envelopes for oth- 
er dealers and collectors. On top of this he has also to start address- 
ing the thousands of envelopes and marking them for singles, blocks 
or other pieces that the collector wants, after which stuffers are put 
in them and they are then sorted into different piles for readiness 
in placing the stamps on them on date of issue. 

Ten, twelve, fifteen or twenty cents may seem like a good price 
for a single three cent stamp on a first day cover, but if you had to 
do all the work and preparation incident to filling such an order 
you would readily realize that the price is just. Only by doing this 
on a big scale, mass production, can any dealer. hope to meet cur- 
rent prices and make money at the same time and that is what the 
bigger dealers are in the business for and with the great volume of 
covers they handle at the low price per cover, they are able to make 
a satisfactory profit. 

Some dealers invest several hundred dollars in drawings, print- 
ing envelope, advertising, etc., on an issue such as the Roosevelt set 
and their total business runs into the thousands of dollars. 

It is a big job for anyone if carried on on a big scale and done 
right as it must be done to serve and satisfy thousands of customers. 

As we stated at the top, cover dealers have been in a daze for 
some time for so much has been suggested, some things promised 
which have not as yet matured, such as the Blood Plasma stamp for 
which we know of one dealer who had drawings made, cuts made 
and printed thousands of envelopes, yet the stamp which was pro- 
mised by the Department officials has not yet materialized. 

Other troubles come from announcements such as for these 
Roosevelt Memorial stamps and for the series of Service stamps just 
announced. The official announcements come out in dribbles and 
the poor dealers are hard pressed to keep up with changes and to 
print advertising offers covering all of the stamps. 

Even now, the Service series which has been tentatively an- 
nounced as a series of five stamps is only in its embryo stage. No 
one knows if the other four will be 3c stamps as is the Iwo Jima 
or just what they will be and as a result the cover dealer is on the 
edge of his chair, anxiously waiting for definite detail. 

If your dealer offers a cover in the belief that the stamp is to 
be a 3c stamp and it is finally issued as a 5c stamp he is obliged to 
alter his price and that means an endless amount of work and trou- 
ble. 

Things seem to be leveling off however and the big cover deal- 
ers can look forward to a stretch of happy days for the balance of 
the year for right now we can count on at least nine or ten new 





stamps between now and January Ist and that should be enough to 4 


keep everyone happy and to keep the cover dealers on the jump. 





time only, since they tear apart 
easily in blocks of four or more.

NEW ISSUES FROM EUROPE 
—I have been privileged to see 
some of the issues from Europe 
that were kept from us during the 
time the nazis were being nasty, 
and some of them are works of 
art.

FLAG STAMPS—The flags 
were on the rise and seem to have 





levelled off with a tendency to- 
wards lower prices. This was to 
be expected since a yreat many 
investors and _ non-collectors 
bought sheets of these anticipat- 
ing prices similiar to the better 
stamps in the Famous Americans 
series. You’ll recall how I boomed 
the flags when they were at the 
agency, and you can still obtain a 
70-80% profit on them which is- 
n’t a bad yield for a 12-16 months 
investment. I believe these flags 
will sell at lower prices than they 
show at the moment since there 
are sheets of these in the hands 
of non-collectors who will dump 
them when cash is needed. Inci- 
dentally, if you are still using 
these stamps on your mail with 
the hope of adding them to your 
duplicates, would suggest you 
soak them for a short pericd of 


—

tel shades that are out of this 
world as far as color combina- 
tions are concerned, I can’t say 
much for the run-of-the-mill is- 
sues of Croatia, Serbia, Bohemia 
and Moravia but Hungary put out 
some sets that are gorgeous to the 
eye and hard on the purse. The 
nasty ratzis pictured Shickelgru-

CONFERENCE STAMP—I’ve 
been watching the re-actions of 
editors and columnists to our own 
Conference Stamp. The majority 





of them find it pretty horrible. I 









find it pretty pretty. I happen to 
be partial to blue as a color, and 
I find the shades of blue and the 
simplicity of design extremely at- 
tractive. If you take the time to 
look over your U. S. you’ll find 
the colors of our stamps are ex- 
tremely harsh and there is usual- 
ly too much pictured on the stamp 
to make it attractive to the eye. 
While the intentions of honoring 
or commemorating events or per- 
sons has been well meant, the 
subject matter of the Motion Pic- 
ture, Telegraph, Phillipine, Rail- 
road, Kentucky, Coronado, Wy- 
oming, Pan American, Pony Ex- 
press and others have been any- 
thing but works of art. It’s more 
of that “Well, come on, we’ve got 
to get out a stamp, so let’s go, 
boys” attitude. The simple sim- 
plicity of the Conference stamp 
marks it, at least in my opinion, 
as something outstanding in re- 
cent new issues, 


TOO MUCH PUBLICITY—In 
recent months philately has recei- 
ved a great deal of publicity 
which may be having a good or 
bad effect on the hobby, depend- 
ing on which side of the fence you 
are propped. Recent months have 
revealed stamps as the feature of 
several commercial  advertise- 
ments in national magazines and 
the death of our late and beloved 
President brought his collection 
into the limelight once again. 
Over and above that the an- 
nouncement of new issues has 
been reported by the major news 
services and printed far and wide. 
Consequently a great many peo- 
ple who never thought about 
postage stamps as anything but 
that colored piece of paper which 
pays the cost of mailing a letter, 
are interested in stamps. Unfor- 
tunately not too many of them 
become hobbyists, but insist on 
investing in stamps on the hope 
that they’ll pay huge financial 
dividends. The result of this pub- 
licity is that people who have 
dormant stamp collections refuse 
to sell them on the assumption 
that prices will continue their ra- 
pid advances, and very few deal- 
ers are able to buy collections, I 
recently saw an 18,000 variety 
collection with a thousand dollar 
tag. The owner refused to budge 
on his asking price, although no

Germans Burned Books; 
We Burn Their Stamps 


Newspaper stories of recent 
weeks have told of the burning 
of German postage stamps by 
Allied Occupation Officers, 

While as many newspaper 
stories are, this is also not clear 
or in detail but wwe gather that 
what has been done is that huge 
quantities of recent and current 
issues of German stamps in the 
hands of the German Postoffice 
Officials, have been destroyed by 
burning. 

Should this be a fact it will 
have a great bearing on the fut- 
ure value of such stamps of the 
same types as may have been 
saved by collectors and others. 

On the other hand with all the 
efficiency that has been shown 
by our Allied Occupation forces 
in prosecution of the war, why 
could that same efficiency not 
have been used in this instance. 
The recovery and confiscation of 
these stamps s!ould have been 
the duty of a corp of men. The 
stamps are saleable and the sum 
that could have been realized 
from them would run into a great 
many thousands of dollars all of 
which would be of great help in 
bearing the expense incident to 
this war and the occupation of 
Germany, 

Let us hope that these postage 
stamp burners do not find the
